Alpine chalets, as Swiss cottages are 
called, look ex ceedingly pictu resqu e, 
perched as they are u pon the mou ntain 
side, with rows of stones u pon their 
pointed roofs to keep the tiles from 
being blown aw ay and with a back­ 
grou nd 
of pines or 
green 
patches 
where the cattle feed in su m m er time. 
Higher still the snowy peaks of the 
mou ntains may b** seen tow ering into 
the blu e. 
Bu t. althou gh the heights 
abov e add a beau ty to the pictu re 
which nothing else cou ld giv e, they 
are the sou rce of m any perils to the 
hu mble shepherds who liv e w ith their 
families beneath them.

anim al or a trav eler may loosen a 
mass of snow from the mou ntain side, 
which will then dash dow nw ard, gain­ 
ing in v olu me as it goes, u ntil it ov er 
whelms hou ses, trees, people, ev ery 
thing which obstru cts the way , in one 
common ru in. 
W orse than the av alanche, becau se 
on a larger scale and therefore more 
farreaching in its effects, is the land 
slide. 
H arrow ing as are the stories 
1old of trav elers or shepherds who 
hav e been bu ried in the falling masses 
of snow, stones and du st which are 
called av alanches, the accou nts of land­ 
slides form ev en more painfu l reading. 
A w riter named Beriepsch giv es a 
graphic accou nt of the great landslip 
which occu rred at GoUlau , in Sw itzer­ 
land. at the beginning of the last cen­ 
tu ry . 
He tells how for a long tim e 
the v illagers had noticed cracks in the 
green slopes of the Rossberg, a m ou n­ 
tain which ov erhu ng their v alley . The 
w eather was v ery wet, the sky was 
dark and gloomy , and strange booming 
sou nds were heard at interv als. 
Still 
the people did not think any thing v ery 
dreadfu l was abou t to happen. 
It was 
not u ntil they saw a great chasm su d ­ 
denly opening in the m ou ntain side 
th at they felt their danger. 
Then the whole side of the m ou ntain 
began to slide dow nw ard: faster and 
faster it came, bringing with it hu ge 
rocks and cru shing and bu ry ing ev ­ 
ery thing which opposed its progress. 
Among those who were thu s bu ried 
were the little dau ghter and the m aid­ 
serv ant of a man nam ed Wiget. The 
m an and his sons sav ed themselv es by 
ru nning aw ay , bu t his wife ran back 
to rescu e her infant child, and mother 
find baby were both killed. 
F rances­ 
ca, the serv ant, and Marianne, the lit­ 
tle girl, thou gh both inju red, w ere not 
killed ou tright. 
When the aw fu l shock was passed 
the maid awoke to find herself cov er­ 
ed with earth and to hear the faint 
cries of the child for help. 
She cou ld not mov e, neither cou ld 
M arianne, bru ised as they were be­ 
neath the fallen earth and timber. 
Bu t it was some comfort to hear 
each other speak, and the brav e serv ­ 
ant girl did all she cou ld to keep u p 
the little child’s cou rage.
